of time; defining a certain term certain terms; and generally relating to the 8 

provision of mental health support services by units of State government.

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 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 1 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 2

 (a) (4) “State facility” means a facility that is owned, leased, or operated 5 

by the State for the purpose of providing health, juvenile, or correctional services to 6 

clients or inmates.  7

 (A) (1) IN THIS SUBTITLE, “UNIT” MEANS THE FOLLOWING WORDS 11 

HAVE THE MEANINGS INDICATED. 12 

 

  (2) “STATE FACILITY” HAS THE MEANING STATED IN § 8–306(A) 13 

OF THE STATE GOVERNMENT ARTICLE. 14 

 

  (3) “UNIT” MEANS A UNIT OF THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH OF STATE 15 

GOVERNMENT. 16 

 

 (B) A UNIT SHALL MAKE AVAILABLE MENTAL HEALTH SUPPORT 17 

SERVICES TO ANY EMPLOYEE OR OTHER INDIVIDUAL AFFECTED BY IF A 18 

TRAUMATIC EVENT THAT OCCURS IN A STATE FACILITY OF THE A UNIT AND 19 

RESULTS IN THE DEATH OF AN INDIVIDUAL INDIVIDUAL, THE UNIT SHALL 20 

OBTAIN MENTAL HEALTH SUPPORT SERVICES FOR ANY EMPLOYEE OF THE UNIT 21 

AFFECTED BY THE TRAUMATIC EVENT. 22 

 

 (C) THE MENTAL HEALTH SUPPORT SERVICES PROVIDED REQUIRED 23 

UNDER THIS SECTION SHALL BE MADE AVAILABLE: 24 

 

  (1) TO AN EMPLOYEE TO ENSURE THAT THE EMPLOYEE HAS THE 25 

MENTAL ABILITY TO RESUME THE EMPLOYEE’S DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES; 26 

AND 27 

 

  (2) PROVIDED WITHIN 48 HOURS AFTER THE TRAUMATIC EVENT 28 

OCCURS. 29 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 30 

October 1, 2012.  31
